U years ago, has been without pub* 
lie lULblllly and property damage pro* 
lecUon, attbough -the equipment has 
been cov^red'agiUnsl loss by fire. The 
department la Hoi Incorporated, and 
for this reaion'li Is believed that In^ 
case of damage,, injury or death, a 
claim against tha^flremenwould shift 
to the village. Individual policies are 
carried for the iicttve members.. 
A plan to buy blanket Insurance 
• giving the village full coverage on all 
employes as woTI as the liability and 
property damage features Is being 
considered, village officials stated. 



After a chase of several miles, four 
gunmen were captured early Thurs- 
day morning, August 9, near Channel 
Ixike by Deputy Sheriffs John Swee- 
ney and George Tiffany.

Falling to halt It, he fired directly 
with a sawed-off shotgun, putting 13 
pclletB Into the car, and effectively 
stopping It. No one was hurt. 

Two guns were thrown out of the 
car iby the bandits, one of which was 
located. 

The men said that they owned a 
cotugo at Lake Marie. They were 
taken to the detective bureau In Chi- 
cago to be fingerprinted.

Tarbell passed away Saturday 
morning, August U. In the Lake 
County hospital, whore he had been 
removed Monday following a brief Ill- 
ness. He loaves numerous friends In 
Antloch and throughout the county 
who were grieved to learn of his sud- 
den and untimely passing. His 
death was hastened by compllcatlonfl 
developing after a case of Influenza. 

He was bom In Waukegan August 
3, 1877, and lived there until moving 
to Antloch In 1912. He was a watch- 
maker by trade, and for years has 
conducted a repair shop for tlme^ 
pieces at 924 Main street. 

Charter Fireman 
Tarbell was an active civic worker, 
and was particularly Interested In the 
Antloch Volunteer Fire Department, 
contributing much toward Its organi- 
zation In 1912, when he joined as o 
charter member. 1 

He was an enthusiastic member of 
the Itaak Walton League, and was In- 
strumental In- organizing an Iraak 
"Walton Club In Antloch about ten 
years ago. During his service for the 
past fourteen years as justice of the 
peace, he had an excellent opportun- 
ity to observe the violations of game 
laws, which strengthened his desire

After a Lapse of 50 Years 



By Mary Story Howard 



(Ed. Note: This Is the first Install- 
niont ot the reminiscences of the 
author. Mrs. Mary Story Howard, 
covorliig hor girlhood which was 
lUled with pioneer experiences. It 
was originally printed in 191)1 In the 
"Grizzly Bear." San Prancisco, Cali- 
fornia, n magazine then edited hy the 
Sons and Daughters of California. 

Mra. Howard was a former Antlpch 
resident, having lived there on I>ake 
Htreet about forty years ago. She 
passed away March 4, 1926, but leaves 
four living generations, represented 
by: her daughter, Mrs, Hattle How- 
ard Thain, to whose courtesy we are 
Indebted for this story: Mra. Gussle 
ThaIn Hughes (Mrs. Guy Hughes); 
Mrs. Gertrude Hughes Peterson (Mrs. 
William Peterson); and two-year-old 
Kolth Peterson.) 
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My parents, William A. Story and 
Isabella Stafford, were born In 
England, the former December 15th, 
1815; tho latter March 7th. 1822. 
Doth came with their parents to 
America in the same year, 1831, I 
tthink. They were married in Og* 
densburg, New York, on the aith of 
February. 1837, lived In Montreal, 
across the river, two years, and came 
back to Wayne Co.. Now York, where 
I Was bom at the town of Rose 
April 3rd, 1839. I must have been 
rather a poor specimen for I weighed 
less than three pounds, after being 
dressed, but witli hair so long my 
Grandmother braided it and tied It 
with pink ribbon, and being the first 
,baby, I seem to have been consid- 
ered worth raising. 

About this tlnve my father lay the 
greater part of a year sick with In- 
flammatory rheumatism! We had no 
home of our own, but when he was 
able to work he helped farmers and 
always had plenty to do. Wages 
were very low, and money scarce; 
I have heard htm say he seldom re- 
ceived cos'h, but took his pay in any- 
thing ottered that his family could 
use to live on. In December, 1840, 
my brother Jerome was born and the 
next spring my parents decided to 
move further west. 

Move to Wisconsin 

Here Is where my first recollection 
begins. I was placed in the middle of 
a bed. in a room having a large fire- 
place, and cautioned to sit still. I 
seemed to have been wrapped up 
ready to start somewhere. My little 
brother was placed, beside me, and 
my father preceded to break up an 
old green cradle to lengthen out the 
fire; this was a great grief ta me, 
and no doubt Is the reason I remem- 
5er it all. We took a boat at Oswego, 
bound for Wisconsin with the Inten- 
tion ot landing at (Milwaukee, out 
through the change In the manage- 
ment, we were landed at Soutli Port, 
now Kenosha. Here again I ^emen^ 
her my mother and us little ones be- 
ing left, with all out goods piled up 
on the sands, and a small pile It 
seems to have been — 'waiting' vhlle 
my father went in search ot a con* 
veyance to help us farther on. 

We went, I think, to Benhams cor- 
ners, soon moving to a very small 
house on the west bank ot what has 
since been called Marshall's lake, 
south from Tr&vor. In Kenosha Co. 
Only a few rods south of this little 
house, my father's stei^^ther had 
'built, or bought a houae where he, his 
wife (my grandmother) and youngest 
daughter were living. It was a wild 
place, Indians often making a call, 
but they Just seemed to be hunters. 
I think there was no settlement ot 
them near. They would somietlmea 
kill deer, skin them, take only the 
hind quarters, and leave the rest for 
us. They never made trouble for 
anyone;neverthele3s we were very 
much afraid of thenu 

Contend with IHardshlps 
Grandfather was very fond of hunt- 
ing* and fishing, so we fared very well 
for meats. One night we heard what 
we thought waa a human cry, as it for 
Eelp, and after listening awhile wa 
went down to the other house vkThere 
we were told It was an animal. A 
fire was ibullt and soon we heard It 
Jump from tree to tree until about 
over the house, where we were In 
great tear and kept very still. Grand- 
father soon shot the animal and when 
It came tumbling down he called It 
a panther. We used to seo wolves 
often and they were very bold. I 
well remember once seeing a number 
ot deer going north at a rapid rate, 
with horns thrown hack. 

My second brother was bom on 
{Kovemiber 33, 1842. The next year 
my father seems to have prospered, 
bod good crops, and after stacking 
the grain, mother being: sick with ty- 
phoid fever, he built a shed for tho 
stove in order to keep the little house 
OS cool as posalble. 

Som9 evil cplrlt tempted me to 
play with fire, and In a few minutes, 
the gnu being dry., these irratii 
sttcki were on lira. They carried xay 






poor sick mother, bed and all. to a 
safe place and by hard work saved 
tho house but everything else was 
gone. What a terrible loss that wis, 
and just through mischief. 

As I remember It, this year we had 
new neighbors both nortli and south 
of U8. Mr. Drom. with a large fam- 
ily, I know was a groat comfort to 
my mother; she did so enjoy com- 
pany and had seen^ very few people 
since moving west. • These were very 
kind hearted friends, and I nevev hear 
the name without a feeling of min- 
gled sadness and gladness tor that 
old time; there are now living of 
that family of ten Just two, I believe. 
Buys Farm Near Antloch 
The spring of 1844, father bought 
120 acres east of Antloch, (Just 
north of Bean Hill) now owned 
by Hunter and Brogan as two sep- 
arate farms. Here was built a smatfl 
home, perhaps ten by fourteen feet, 
with one window, one door, and a 
hole perhaps five ifeet square under It 
for a cellar.; the floor was of oak. and 
not fastened doiwn, as the boards had 
a way of warping and had to be 
turned occasionally. There beln^ no 
celling above, one could see up Into 
the peak, and Just one thickness of 
boards kept out the cold. 

Tliough so small and poor. It was 
a happy home for the little family, 
to which was added one more little 
brother on the 4th of July, 1844. Af- 
ter the crops, which were not at all 
extensive, were in. my father worked 
tor whoever would hire him, never 
receiving more than fifty cents a day 
and sometimes taking that In meat, 
flour or other necessity. We had one 
cow. two oxen, and a tw^o-wheeled 
car, considered flne. It was aa good 
as the neighbors had, or cared to 
have, and when my mother wanted to 
see her friends, she would yoke the 
oxen, place something In the cart for 
seats, take the four babies and usual- 
ly spend the day with the neighbors 
we had loft over at the lake. 

Children Assist with Work 
In these days there grew a great 
many wild things which we could use 
as vegetables and fruit to help out In 
living; In the spring there were wild 
onions and several kinds of greens; 
then later on in the season there 
were strawberries of good size; In the 
fall came wild blackberries, plums 
and crabapples from the woods. At- 
ter a few years* we had all kinds of 
small fruit, for my parents were 
anxious to make tl)e home good, [f 
at this time one had wheat, it was 
spread out on level ground, tlie oxen 
tied to a post In the center, and mode 
to travel around, to tramp out the 
grain; then came the cleaning with 
the fannlng-mJU in which the children ' 
were expected to help, so my broth- 
ers who were old enough, with my- 
self, were sure to have to turn the 
handle of the old mill. As I remem- 
ber there was no gearing to make it 
easier, and the mill, the grindstone, 
and the chum seemed as instruments 
to torture the children. I never sea 
the remains ot an old one without dis- 
agreeable thought of tired arms. 

Later on my father bought a span 
of liorses. tor the nearest market 
was Chicago; and as soon as the 
wheat crop became larger it was Im- 
portant to have some quicker way to 
market than with our slox going 
oxen. There were fowl wild men to 
tear, but the wUd-fires had to be 
watched for and fought. I remember 
It seemed almost impossible to save 
buildings and stacks or fields ot 
grain. As soon aa we ware warned of 
danger, all old enough to fight made 
ready by taking palls of water where 
they were needed, and anything was 
used to beat out the fire; womea 
would take a piece of old quilt, their 
sldrt. or a mop. and work until they 
wore tired out ■ oompletoly and aa' 
black as real darUea, but alwaya:r> 
thankful ■« they b«4 Soa tU^ •V*t^!9i^;i 
They should have -been, and no donibr ' 
were, thankful that water was alwATt 
in plent}^ by digging but a short.)^ 
tanoe, often springs bela« unopjawd 
Just at the surface ; we had a.^tcinr 
some little distanca from the house. 
so father dujf a twelve foott -vrell.^ 
stoned it up, laid a board over U; and' 
drew water with a hook oa a polo. It 
has ever beeii a -wonder to im;e that 
the little onea were not drownodi.for 
it was not forty feet from the dpof r-- 
now I would have little peace did-l. 
know such a thing erfsted In ike > 
nelghlborhood. , ,. . ''

There are also many types of fly 
flprays and fly traps available If, by 
any chance, one has been unfortunate 
enough to lot the houae or apartment 
become fllled with flies. Fow houses 
ever bocomo so Infested with flle^ 
that traps aro necessary. If they are, 
however, select a good balL That la 
hhlt the battle. For Instance, a few 
over-ripe crushed bananas, to which a 
little sour milk la added, will prove to 
be a good bait. 

Immediate disposal of all refuse In 
a home should be made. Any kind of 
garbage left In a kitchen, or on a 
porch outalde, or near the house. Is 
an attraction no fly can resist There 
are Inexpensive, portable types of In- 
cinerators available. 

Watch Back Door 

The easiest access which flies have 
to the average house la through the 
back door. Tills door Is opened more 
frequently than any other and, be- 
sides, there constantly emanates from 
it the odor of food.

Easy To Keep 
Fresh Curtains 
At Every Wmdow 

"Oatfttting" the house with curtains 
today Is not the proposition It was 
years ago when expensive heavy ma- 
terials were customary. Now they 
are so simple to make, so pretty and 
inexpensive that It Isn't much ot a 
Crick to keep fresh curtains at every 
window. 

There are only a fow rules about 
lengths: When the curtains are hung 
Inside the window frame they should 
be made to hang level with the win- 
dow sill: when they hang outside It 
they can. If you wish, reach to the 
lower edge ot the frame. Or, they 
may be made the same length as the 
over-draperiea, reaching to tho floor. 
But they must never end half way 
between the window and the baje- 
board. 

So many women iiae theatrical 
gauzo that It may be well to state 
that because of Its slightly nimsy 
quality It requires the best and most 
careful workmanship. Triple hems 
looke better, too, than those merely 
turned up, and a two Inch width Is 
not too much for tho front and bottom 
edges.
